On a raw, gloomy afternoon in the Vin­ 
ter of 1S64 Colonel Senter and the writer 
had an appointment with President Lin­ 
coln on business connected with the pro­ 
tection of the commerce of the lakes. Tho 
war was at the time the almost exclusive 
subject of public thought or private con­ 
versation. 
The streets of Washington 
were filled with •oldiers and army officers, 
and the whole city was apparently nothing 
but a great camp, to and from which the 
members of the army and navy were con­ 
stantly going and leaving. 
The ante­ 
rooms of the 
hite House were filled daily 
from morniDg uritil evening with members 
of Congress, soldiers, sailors, men and 
women of every age and nation, all bent 
upon getting a personal interview with the 
President. Sometimes the rush of visitors 
was so great that they could not be ac­ 
commodated in the corridors of the White 
House, and the ordes would be given to 
admit no one except privileged petsous 
into the building. 
On the afternoon in question, as we were 
about to he ushered into the private room 
of the President, Mr. J 
, a well-known 
lawyer from Ohio, seized both of ns some­ 
what roughly by the shoulders and begged 
qp, in earnest tones, for the love of God 
and "humanity, to ask Mr. Lincoln to see 
him and his client, if only for one moment. 
“ All day,” he said, “ we have tramped 
wearily by the door, hoping in vain the 
President would relent and give us a hear­ 
ing. Look, for mercy’s sake,” he con- 
tinned, “ at that noble white head anil 
tottering figure, with the hands tightly 
clasped nervously before him. That old 
man is a father; his only son, a lad of nine­ 
teen, is to be shot this afternoon at 6 
o’clock, unless the President inteiferes. 
Stanton has approved the sentence : Lincoln 
has declined to interfere ; he will not see 
me, and unless we can get the ear of the 
President the boy will be siiot, and this 
old man and h¡3 wife will be maniacs.” 
The father of the boy at this moment 
came forward, a venerable gentleman with 
long white hair falling upon his shoulders. 
His face was one of the saddest sights I 
ever saw. The grief and anxiety so plainly 
written upon it showed the torture he was 
suffering. We took the old man kindly 
by the hand, told him we would beg the 
President to see him, and bid him hope 
for the best. Mr. Lincoln was in the gay­ 
est of humors, something specially funny 
having taken place in an interview just 
closed with a large committee from Bal­ 
timore, and he recited the whole matter 
in the merriest manner, accompanied with 
shouts of laughter. For an hour Mr. 
Lincoln gave himself up to lelaxation and 
rest, telling the usher to bring him no 
cards till he rang his bell. 
At the end of this time, John G. Nicolay, 
thee private secretary, now marshal of the 
Supreme Court, came quietly into the 
room, leaned over the President’s chair 
and whispered some words of private con­ 
versation in his ear. In an instant the 
President ceased speaking, his face became 
calm and solemn in composure, and he ap­ 
peared to reflect gravely for a moment 
before Replying, 
Quietly looking back 
over hischairhe said, slowly and distinctly : 
“ Tell Mr. 
I will not see him. 
I can­ 
not. Don’t ask me again. Tell him I 
have read the papers in the ease, all of 
them, fully, word for word. The boy de­ 
serted three times, the last time when on 
guard at Washington, and he cannot be 
pardoned. I will not interfere. He must 
be shot.” Mr. Nicolay at once left theroom, 
aud Mr. Lincoln again renewed the con­ 
versation at the point where he had broken 
off. He made no allusion to the interrup­ 
tion, and evidently did not wish either of 
mr to speak of the subject in any inanr.er. 
]LX. was plain that his mind was made up 
and his decision irrevocable.—[Cleveland 
Herald. 
OCEAN PERILS. 
Another addition to the dangers of the 
ocean passage, \yhich is generally over­ 
looked in the consideration of the perils 
that beset those who go down to the sea in 
ships, was sliowii to exist in very serious 
reality by the explosion that took place on 
the passenger steamship Greece, just ar­ 
rived from England, and about entering her 
dock. The descent of one of the hands 
with a lighted lantern into the hold, to un­ 
fasten the hatches, caused an explosion of 
coal-gas that had been g- m rated during the 
voyage in the confined space, without op­ 
portunity to escape, by reason of a want 
of adequate provision for ventilation ; aud 
the result was the loss of five lives and the 
serious injury of seven persons. Unfor­ 
tunate as the accident was, it woulel have 
been far more serious had the explosion oc­ 
curred a little after the vessel hail made fast 
to the pier. The immediate cause of the 
accident is, we think, very properly 
ascribed to the practice of the English 
owners of steamers of taking on coal enough 
on the other side to carry them back again. 
The daDgcr attending the carrying of 
bituminous coals on long voyages, even 
where every precaution is taken to guard 
against their spontaneous combustion, or 
tlie generation ami accumulation of explo­ 
sive gases, has been so frequently demon­ 
strated that it is time that the rule should 
be adopted and strictly enforced—at least 
with steamers engaged in the carrying of 
passengers—that, iu addition to being re­ 
quired to take the well-known precautions 
respecting the proper mode of storing and 
ventilating their coal supply, ocean steam­ 
ers should be prohibited from taking on at 
one time any more than enough coal to 
provide for reaching the first destination 
where recoaling is practicable.—[Engineer­ 
ing Journal. 


W hat J ohn B ro w n's S on S ays o f 
Him.—I never knew him to show any signs 
of fear of anything save that he might do 
a dishonest act or wrong his fellow-man. 
His rulo of life was the golden rule : 
“ Therefore all things whatsoeverye would 
that men should do unto you, do ye even 
so to them.”

DEBEIS LEGISLATION. 
Senator *Davis, of Yuba, has introduced 
a bill making it a misdemeanor for anyone 
engaged in hydraulic mining to wash down 
debris into any of the rivers or their 
tributaries. This bill will no doubt bring 
uji the whole question of the disposition of 
the debris, and in connection with it we 
desire to record a statement recently made 
to us by a gentleman deeply interested in 
mining, and a thoroughly representative 
exponent of the mining interest. líe as­ 
serts that he believes the miners are will­ 
ing to accept a law compelling them to 
keep their debris in the mountains, and 
providing a mode of assessing them for the 
cost of the undertaking. This is so re­ 
markable an advance upon the positions re­ 
cently held hy the press and people of the 
mining counties that we deem it proper to 
inquire whether indeed such a solution 
ef the problem is likely to meet the views 
of that section. Our informant certainly 
has the best conceivable means of ascer­ 
taining the sentiment of the mine owners, 
of whom he himself is one, and therefore 
we are bound to assume that he did not say 
this lightly. But when we remember the 
bitterness of the opposition which was mad» 
to our showing of the reasonableness ot 
this very proposition, we confess that wc 
find it very difficult to believe that so 
radical a change of sentiment has taken 
place within a few months. Of course 
if the miners will undertake to keep 
the debris in the mountains, and pre­ 
vent. it 
from entering the rivers 
and 
streams, 
the 
most 
difficult 
part of the problem will be in a fair way to 
solution. It they are willing to do this, 
however, it is obvious that legislation must 
.still be necessary, to organize the system 
of diversion their engineers may propose, 
and to provide for the equitable assess­ 
ment of the necessary outlay upon the vari­ 
ous corporations and others engaged in 
hydraulic mining. Wc shall be obliged if 
our contemporaries of the mining counties 
will take this question under consideration, 
and state what they know regarding the 
present sentiment of their section, for, if 
our informant has not made a mistake, 
there seems to be in his statement a toler­ 
ably plain path out of the most formid­ 
able difficulties the debris question has 
presented.■ ■— ■ ■

THE INSURANCE QUESTION. 


The press generally has very heartily in­ 
dorsed the bill to establish a State De­ 
tective Force, and indeed the arguments in 
favor of the scheme are so forcible that it 
ought to make its own way in the Legis­ 
lature. The necessity of devising some 
better means than now exist for the pur­ 
suit and arrest of criminals, and for the 
tracing of mysterious crimes, is proved by 
the startling catalogue of unpunished 
crimes which has been collated in this 
connection. When it is stated that in the 
past four years there have been 79 unpun­ 
ished murders in California, and that in 52 
of the cases the identity of the murderers 
has been successfully concealed from the 
first, the case for the State Detective Force 
is made. It is only too apparent that the 
machinery of justice as new constituted is 
inadequate to the proper performance of 
its functions. It must therefore be sup­ 
plemented by some external agency, and 
this plan appears to meet the requirements 
of the case as effectually as possible. 
Herr.Yon HageD, an admirer of Wagner, 
is writing a commentary on the composer's 
poems. Two volumes have appeared. It 
is calculated that the commentary on the 
“ Rheingold” will require eighty large vol­ 
umes, and that they will be finished about 
the year 2199. 


Wc give place th¡3 morning to a letter 
written in defense of Senate Bdl No. 18S, 
by an advocate of the local insurance com­ 
panies. Our correspondent has probably 
said all that can be said on that tide of the 
question, but it does not appear to us that 
he has succeeded in justifying the proposed 
legislation. lie admits, and this is the 
very kernel of the question, that the ob­ 
ject of the bill is to “ weed out,” that is to 
say, drive from the State, a number of 
Eastern insurance companies. That ad­ 
mission of itself proves that our objections 
to the bill are well-founded. It is, upon 
the showing of its own friends, a proposi­ 
tion to introduce the protective doctrine 
into insurance ; to thin out the companies 
doing business in the State, not for the 
good of the public, but for the aggran­ 
disement of "‘he local companies. These 
companies, as we have shown already, 
are now doing a very unsafe business. 
They are carrying risks out of all just 
proportion to their assets. They are 
therefore not affording an adequate 
degree of protection to their policy-holders. 
They, however, seek to increase the inse­ 
curity of their customers by absorbing a 
still larger share of the business, and to 
enable them to do this they wish to drive 
the majority of the Eastern companies out 
of the State. Our correspondent exhibits 
a refreshing innocence when he says of 
Senate Bill No. 188, “ if our local com- 
“ panies support such a measure it must 
“ have merit.” Why “ must” this be the 
case ? The obvious cause of the support 
given the bill by the local companies is their 
desire to secure for themselves the business 
now done by the Eastern companies they 
are seeking to banish. But the people of 
California have interests which are by 
no means identical with those of the local 
companies in this connection. It is for 
the best good of the people that there 
shouid be as wide a distribution of risks as 
possible. It is against public policy that 
all the risks should be carried by a few 
companies. Our correspondent asserts that 
all the risks of London are carried by local 
companies. We have not the means of 
testing the accuracy of this statement at 
hand v but supposing it to be true, it can 
only prove that insurance in London is 
carried on upon a very unsafe basis, and it 
certainly does not justify imitation of such 
an example. 
If all the risks of Chicago had been car­ 
ried by local companies, it is very certain 
that when the city burned the companies 
would all have gone into bankruptcy, and 
the insured would have obtained nothing. 
The proposal to risk all the property in 
San Francisco upon the solvency of local 
companies is indeed too wild to call for se­ 
rious argument. 
The capital of all the 
California companies aggregates $2,200,000. 
One lafge fire would even now clean them 
all out, and if they carried all the risks 
now borne by the sixty-odd Eastern, com­ 
panies which they want to drive out, 
there would practically be no such 
thing as insurance possible in this 
State. Our correspondent does not or 
will not see that Senate Bill No. 1S8 
is a selfish proposition for the particular 
advantage of a few local companies, and 
that the benefits they seek to secure* for 
themselves can only be had by sacrificing 
the safety of the insurers. 
There is no 
more sense or justice in such a measure 
than there would be in a bill to drive out 
all Eastern or foreign agents of any other 
kind of business, but it .also happens that 
in the insurance business the public have a 
peculiar interest in the"absolute freedom of 
competition, which does not apply so 
strongly to any other occupation. 
At 
present the number and aggregate wealth 
of the available insurance companies in 
this State afford the public full protection, 
and at the same time keep rates down to a 
fair and reasonable standard. One object 
of Senate Bill No. 188 is to enable the 
local companies to raise their rates. 
They coolly propose that the representa­ 
tives of the people in legislative session 
assembled shall empower them to put a 
fresh impost upon the public, at the same 
time that they diminish the validity of 
their engagements. We say that this is an 
impudent and unreasonable demand, that 
it is emphatically against public policy, 
and that it ought to be rejected. Nor will 
the pretense of a magnanimous desire to 
“ weed out ” feeble Eastern companies, de­ 
ceive the public. They know how much 
business rivals are to be trusted when they 
undertake to legislate against one another, 
and they will not add to the functions of 
the local insurance companies the anom­ 
alous one of censor upon the condition of 
their competitors. If, however, comparisons 
of this kind are to be entered into in the 
discussion of the bill, perhaps the local 
companies may not be able to make the 
most satisfactory showings. 


LABOR AGITATION IN SAN FRANCISCO. 
We do not know whether the labor agita­ 
tion now taking the form of street proces­ 
sions in San Francisco represents any ex­ 
tensive distress, or whether it is merely a 
continuation of the movements which have 
kept that city in a state of Apprehension 
for two or three years past; but it does 
not require this knowledge ta reach the 
conclusion that it is calculated to do more 
harm than good to all concerned. The 
tendency of recent political and labor 
movements ¡¡as unquestionably been to pro­ 
duce general depression by alarming capi­ 
tal, diverting it from investment in local 
enterprises, and in many case3 driving it 
from the State. The natural consequence 
of such a policy on ’ the part of any con­ 
siderable element must be to make em­ 
ployment scarcer. 
The lack of employ­ 
ment, however, instead of bringing the 
turbulent element to its senses, only 
exasperates it, and thus the pressure 
brought to bear upon capital is increased. 
The representatives of important interests 
are formally waited upon by deputations 
who tell them that “ for the safety of the 
“ city” of San Francisco, it will be well 
for them to obey Sand Lot laws which are 
in flagrant contravention of the United 
States Constitution. The implication of 
such notifications is that the safety of the 
oity will be endangered—that is, it will be 
exposed to riot, arson, pillage, etc.—if 
these demands are not complied with. It 
does not require to Le said that this kind 
of threat is calculate 1 to intensify the ex­ 
isting depression, and to drive out more 
capital. If it goes in much longer the 
Legislature may Le called upon to pass a 
Sand Lot statute making it a felony for 
anyone to remove capital from the 
State, and compelling everybody to 
continue 
in 
business, 
whether 
or 
not they are losing money. In fact the 
natural and inevitable effects of the new 
Constitution are exhibiting themselves pre­ 
cisely as we predicted before that instru­ 
ment was adopted, and unless some serious 
organized effort is'niade to counteract these 
disastrous tendencies, it is very evident 
that things will go from bad to worse, un­ 
til the long-threatened storm breaks, in 
anarchy and ruin. There is nothing in the 
processes now at work to check their de­ 


velopment. Oa the contrary, every fresh 
threat on the part of the turbulent element 
must produce a fresh decline of prosperity, 
and each step towards paralysis aggravate 
the turbulence of the Agitators, until a 
climax is reached. 
There may be those who think that it 
would be the shortest way out of the diffi­ 
culty to. precipitate this climax, but we 
are not of that number. For it is evident 
that the result may be to bring about dis­ 
asters from which the State could not re­ 
cover in a generation. If, during a riot of 
any kind, half San Francisco should be 
destroyed, it cannot be believed that it 
would be speedily rebuilt. For five years 
the business men and capitalists of that 
cjty have been losing confidence in the 
future. It is extremely doubtful whether 
they would retain enough hope to induce 
them to remain after such a catastrophe. 
But it is clear that unless some steps are 
taken to combat the chronic disturbances 
which enrse the city and react injuriously 
over the whole State, there can be no im­ 
provement in the present condition of 
things. 
Men who feel their ability to 
choose their own business surroundings 
w'ill not consent to sit down patiently and 
spend their lives amid such continual 
harast^ients and assaults. The disposition 
to make war upon capital, to menace 
vested interests, to seek concessions hy 
threats, is becoming too confirmed to be 
longer treated lightly. So much real harm 
has moreover been done by the adoption 
of the new Constitution that it may 
be «questioned whether in many cases 
the ability to withstand these at­ 
tacks has not been destroyed. 
It 
it-is plain that the drift of things now is 
toward the decline of all confidence in the 
future. It is to be feared that appeals to 
the turbulent element itself are destined 
tobe quite useless. Those, therefore, who 
arc intelligent enough to perceive the dan­ 
gers of the situation, and who are alone 
accessible to reason, ought to ask them­ 
selves whether it is impossible to do any­ 
thing for the restoration of quiet, and the 
cessation of those dangerous agitations 
which now threaten to break down the 
prosperity of the community and to blast 
the future of the State. 


A CURIOUS WAR OF RACES. 
A strange war of races has broken out 
in Germany. It has taken the shape of a 
crusade against the Jews. How it began 
we have not learned, but according to the 
Nation it is raging with unexampled fury, 
the hostility of the Germans to their Is- 
raelitisli fellow-citizens being expressed in 
ponderous pamphlets, sharp circulars, rat­ 
tling leaders, and every form of literary 
attack. The Jews do not lack champions 
and defenders, but the attack upon them is 
so bitter and so evidently inspired by a 
deep-seated feeling, that the episode is de­ 
serving of special study. The case on 
both sides is thus epitomized by the ANa­ 
tion: “ The anti-Jews Eays that the great 
“ enemy of the German nation works 
“ neither with plow, nor trowel, nor ham- 
“ mer, nor pickaxe, nor spade; that he 
“ escapes military service by being fiat- 
“ footed, bow-legged, hump-backed and 
“ weak-backed ; that he monopolizes com- 
“ merce and controls the money m arket; 
“ that he is pushing, restless, intrusive, 
“ gets all the best places for himself, and 
“ lives in the country as if it were a 
“ a tavern. To which the Jews reply, that 
“ for ages they were shut out from all em- 
“ ployment but that of money-changer or 
“ trader; that their physical defects are 
“ the results of the wretched existence 
“ long led by the race under Christian op­ 
pression ; that they make no money by 
“ any means not open to everybody, and 
“ that they use it for a^uoble purposes as 
“ the Christian ; that they are as public- 
sp irited and as patriotic ; that the race 
“ has given Germany Mendelssohn, Mey- 
“ erbeer and Heine, and the world Spinoza, 
“ Moses, and Jesus Christ.” 
It will 
be seen fr9m this that the fight is a sharp 
one, and as it is being conducted by 
learned professors ami publicists like 
Treitschke, it is evident that everything 
that can be said on either side 
is sure to be pressed into the controversy. 
The great publicist Treitschke, indeed, 
treats the question as very serious, and 
says that Germany is being overrun hy 
northern Jews, “ who are eating up the 
“ country in all fields of activity, besides 
“ seizing on the periodical pres3.” He says 
it is all very well for Englishmen and 
Frenchmen to laugh at the German excite­ 
ment, for in neither of those countries are 
there more than 45,000 Jews, while in 
Germany there are 000,COT, and they are 
still coming. 
He declares that “ the anti- 
“ Semitic movement is powerful and deep 
“ in all the most enlightened and culti- 
“ vated circles, and amongst those who are 
“ farthest removed from all idea of relig- 
“ ious intolerance or national pride.” It 
may be well doubted, however, whether 
thi3 last statement ought not to be taken 
with several grains of allowance. 


For it is, we thiuk, impossible to dem­ 
onstrate the absence from this contest of 
the inherited repulsion which centuries of 
savage fanaticism engrafted upon the 
Christian nature of Europe. 
'Whoever 
undertakes to maintain the ahserce of that 
animosity toward the Jews as Jews, must 
show wherein their actions, habits, con­ 
duct, business tendencies, differ materially 
from the actions, habits, conduct, business 
tendencies, of millions of other men by 
whom they are surrounded. 
And it must 
also be remembered that after all the crust 
of German culture is nota very thick one. 
Civilization in Germany has Leen a plant 
of slow growth, and though it has blos­ 
somed profusely, its blooming was late. 
The tendency therefore for the old hatred 
of race to crop out upon provocation may 
well have been streng enough to assert 
itself, but that it has any high or ra­ 
tional interpretation we cannot believe. 
Tut into the simplest terms, it is 
the worldly prosperity of the Jews that 
offends their Christian neighbors. Any 
one may convince himself that th¡3 is trne 
by asking himself whether the actions of 
poor Jews would have been likely to evoke 
the same kind of explosion. 
But the 
Jews get rich in ways which are not mo­ 
nopolized by them. If they do not incline 
to mechanic arts, hut to finance and com­ 
merce, what is that to any one ? Do Ger­ 
mans pretend that mechanical pursuits are 
somehow mere moral or more patriotic 
thin financial and commercial pursuits? 
If so, it would seem that the real causa of 
quarrel between the German Jews and 
Christians was identical with the pause 
of quarrel between Capital and Labor, 
or, in other words, that it is but a 
new phase of the irrepressible conflict 
between tha Haves and the Have Nets. 
The Jews did not make the sys­ 
tem which they seem to have availed 
themselves of so successfully. If ¡t„is un­ 
desirable that non-produe»rs should be 
enabled to control the funds of a country, 
evidently it is the system that is at fault, 
not those who take the system as they 
find it. It does sot seem to be shown, or 


even alleged, that the Jews swell the 
criminal element abnormally. The staple 
ground of complaint is their abominable 
prosperity. To make a raid upon success­ 
ful people is indeed no novelty, but it is a 
novelty to find such a raid made by learned 
doctors aad professors who, for all their 
erudition, are blind to the influence of in­ 
herited bigotry and intolerance^upon their 
convictions, and who attempt to dignify 
with labored polemics a cru3adc which is es­ 
sentially barbarous and persecuting and 
narrow and unjust. 
REVELATIONS OF A BLUE BOOK. 
The recently issued English blue book 
on Afghan affairs shows that if war has 
not occurred between Great Britain and 
Russia it has not been because of the ab­ 
sence of provocation. The evidence of 
Russian complicity iu every step of the 
Central Asia difficulties, iu fact, is per­ 
fectly convincing, while it is equally clear 
on the systematic falsehood practiced by 
the Russian Government and diplomatic 
corps. 
The Russian policy in Central 
Asia ought by this time to be too well- 
known to require explanation. 
When 
there arc no formidable rivals iu the field, 
conquest and annexation are the order of 
the day. When English influence ha3 to 
be encountered the most tortuous Orieutal 
intrigues are resorted to, and the utmost 
use is made of every local ruler who can be 
thrust forward as a cover for Muscovite 
deceit. 
The agency of Russia in the 
turning back of the British Mission under 
Sir Neville Chamberlain, by Yakoob 
Khan, has been fully demonstrated, and 
there 
is the 
strongest reason to 
believe that the subsequent massacre 
of Major Caavgnari at Cabul 
was 
suggested and urged by Russian agents. 
In fact the evidence against Russia ob­ 
tained by the last capture of Cabul is of 
the most startling and damning character, 
and so strong is a portion of it that it has 
been deemed advisable to withhold it from 
publication, lest it should produce such an 
impression on the country as to make war 
unavoidable. All this fresh proof of the 
deep and abiding hostility of Russia to 
British interests in Central Asia only tends 
to confirm the judgment of those who be­ 
lieve that a great war between England 
and Russia is a necessity of the near fu­ 
ture, and that there is no way by which it 
can be averted. 
The situation renders 
these two powers deadly enemies, and 
they must join issue before long to deter­ 
mine which must retire from Central Asia 
altogether. Diplomacy may fend off the 
collision for a short time, but the longer it 
is postponed the more desperate will it 
ultimately be. 
GOVERNOR STANFORD AND THE SAND- 
LOTTERS. 
. 
A deputation from the sand lotters hav­ 
ing demanded of the Central Pacific Com­ 
pany that all the Chinese in the employ of 
the corporation be discharged, in compli­ 
ance with the new Constitution, Governor 
Stanford has replied in a letter which we 
printed on Saturday, first, that just seven 
Chinamen are employed by the company in 
the city and county of San Francisco; 
second, that the company “ will ever be 
“ mindful of the laws of this State, and 
“ will endeavor cheerfully to submit to 
“ them as it understands them, or as the 
“ Courts construe them 
and, for the 
rest, that the company “ in the manage- 
“ ment of its business, will be gov- 
“ erned, under the laws of the land, 
“ entirely by a consideration of what it 
“ shall deem, in its own judgment, to b^the 
“ wisest policy, having due regard for the 
“ rights and interests of its stockholders.” 
This is a temperate and dignified way of 
saying that the company proposes to con­ 
duct its own business, and that it does not 
propose to take instruction from the sand­ 
lotters. The anti-Chinese bill which has 
just been enacted will no doubt have to 
be passed upon by the Courts before it will 
be accepted as good law by those witli whose 
free conductof their own affairs it interferes. 
A Legislature may persuade itself that it is 
not called upon to go behind the State 
Constitution in a case of this kind, 
though it is very doubtful if any man who 
voted for tho bill seriously’ believed in 
this convenient sophistry, but it is a very 
different matter when the execution of 
such a law is in question, and here all reli­ 
ance upon the dcniagogism which influ­ 
ences legislative bodies must cease. It re­ 
mains to be seen whether the Constitution 
of the United States is of none effect in 
California, but we are compelled to say 
that we entertain the most profound con­ 
tempt for tho legal abilities of those so- 
called lawyers who have expressed them­ 
selves as harboring doubts upon the propo­ 
sition. 


M y sterio u s M u rd e r.—Thursday morn­ 
ing Mr. Salvadon received a dispatch 
stating that' John Wyss, living on the 
former’s ranch in the mountains, about 
eleven miles from Saratoga, had been 
found dead in his cabin. 
In 
the 
afternoon Coroner McMahon dispatched 
his son John to the ranch. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Mahon proceeded to the place and found 
Wyss in a store-room lying on his face and 
hauds with his forehead crushed in. His 
head was covered with brush. The deed 
had evidently been done with a club. Near 
the body was found an ax, which showed 
no indication that it had been used in the 
perpetration of the murder. There «asno 
signs of a struggle in the room. The body, 
which was slightly decomposed, 
was 
searched, bnt nothing was found. 
Mr. 
McMahon visited the cabin, about twenty 
feet from the store-room, and under the 
blankets of the bed he found the old man’s 
naturalization papers. It was reported 
that the deceased had recently drawn a 
large sum of moDey from the bank. Wyss 
was a native of France, aged 08 years, 
and had been taking care of the ranch for 
three years. He was not known to have 
any enemies, although a man informed 
Mr. McMahon that Wyss had quarreled 
with a person about some goats. He was 
last seen alive about three weeks ago by 
Mr. Alsage, proprietor of the Saratoga 
Springs.—[San Jose Times, February 13th. 


T h e N evad a O itum L aw C o n stitu ­ 
tio n a l.—Says the Carson Tribun*: The 
Supreme Court this morning declared the 
opium law to be constitutional. The case 
was The State vs. Ah Sam, convicted in 
Humbqldt county of visiting an opium den 
for the purpose of smokiDg opium. Each 
and every point in the Act is thoroughly 
passed upon in the opinion, and as a whole 
declared constitutional, and, of course, the 
judgment of the lo«-er Court sustained. 
The opinion is by Chief Justice Beatty, and 
concurred in by -J udges Hawley and Leon­ 
ard. The result of this appeal case will be 
very pleasing to all lovers of good principles 
and sound morality, for now that the cer­ 
tainty of a sentence to the State Prison 
hang9 over the convicted opium-smoker, 
dread of punishment will accomplish what 
good advice and threats failed in doing. 
The defendant in this case being a Chiua- 
man, and of a race addicted to the habit of 
opinm using in every form, his conviction 
is likely to have doable weight in deterring 
‘ our youth from adopting the very pernicious 
h a b it.________________________ 
HoMiu o i — On Sunday last a Portu­ 
guese named Manuel Sylvester was shot 
and killed by Cornelius Van Dorsen, on 
the Divide, abont midway between Yreka 
and Hawkinsville. 
The parties were 
sheepherders, and had some difficulty, the 
particulars of which are not positively 
known, as no witness except the mau who 
fired the fatal shot ha3 yet been fonnd, 
although he says more were present. Van 
Dorsen surrendered himself to the Sheriff, 
and claims to have acted in self-defense. 


INSURANCE LEGISLATION. 
Eds. R ecord-Union : I crave the use of 
your columns to say’ a few words in behalf 
of local insurance companies and jn re­ 
sponse to wliat I consider an nnjust 
editorial in your paper of to-day. Your 
charge of greed aud want of care will not 
layr against them all, and is therefore un­ 
just. I do not know from what source 
you derive your figures given, but I find in 
a recent publication that there are no less 
than six foreign companies carrying, in the 
city of San Francisco alone, risks to the 
amount of from four to nine times the 
amount of their assets, and if the local 
companies, as you say, do not afford 
adequate security, how mnch less security 
is afforded by companies carrying nine dol­ 
lars of risk to one of assets, not only in 
San Francisco but probably in every large 
city’ in America and Europe. Siuce the 
introduction by Senator Johnson of his bill 
(Senate Bill No. 18S) to regulate the insur­ 
ance business in California, the most per­ 
sistent and unwarrantable attacks have 
been made upon local insurance companies 
from the standpoint of unreliability, mis­ 
management and extravagant underwrit­ 
ing. The question naturally arises, why is 
this so ? If our local companies support 
such a measure it must have merit, and in 
raising such a hue and cry, not warranted 
by the facts, it is evident that the oppo­ 
nents of the bill have little argument 
to offset the logic of its friends. The pro­ 
posed legislation is in no sense a scheme of 
the local companies against the Eastern 
and foreign, although the pack of small-fry 
weaklings underwriting on this coast 
would make it so appear ; on the contrary, 
the large and better class of Eastern and 
foreign companies favor the bill, aud have 
signified their willingness to comply with 
so just a measure. Because the companies 
of this State look with favor upon such 
legislation, and lift their voices against the 
fire underwriting excrescences of New Or­ 
leans, St. Louis, Chicago, New York and 
the State of New Jersey, who stalk into 
our State to peddle policies of no value in 
case of a general conflagration, and which 
class of insurance corporations are organ­ 
ized expressly for a foreign market, is it 
just that such support to Senate Bill No. 
1S8 should be singled out and villified, 
abused aud misrepresented? 
Not so. 
Whatever applies to the insurance compa­ 
nies of California in sucli illogical reason­ 
ing, is the boomerang likely to rebound 
and damage the cause using it, for none of 
these non-resident companies but have 
fifty chances of total annihilation to one of 
our own corporations, confining its opera­ 
tions exclusively to the State and Territo­ 
ries of the Pacific Coast. The city of Lon­ 
don is wholly insured iu its local corpora­ 
tions, many of such companies having 
twenty times its assets at risk iu 
that city alone. The press of Lon­ 
don, instead of abusing its own in­ 
stitutions, «pplaud and encourage them, so 
do New York, Hartford and older Eastern 
cities ; but California, overrun by a horde 
of agents of non-reeident companies, spend 
their entire time in decrying and positively 
slandering State enterprise, in which im­ 
politic mission wc regret to see so able and 
influential a journal as the IIecord-Union 
lending a helping hand. If 63 companies 
can comfortably insure London, in the 
name of common sense does it require 107, 
good, bad and indifferent to take care of 
San Francisco ? Is it not in the interest of 
the public to root out the bad and indif­ 
ferent companies ? That, Mr. R ecord- 
U nion, is exactly what Senator Johnson’s 
bill contemplates ; nothing more and no 
less. The bill under discussion does not 
scek.to, nor will it, drive out the jjetter 
class of compans ; they’ will remairr, and 
are abundantly’ able to carry’ the whole of 
San Francisco and, in case of a large fire, 
pay dollar for dollar, while if the present 
cartc blanche system of al!o«-ing unreliable 
companies from other States and nations, 
with small capitals—a diminutive surplus, 
concealed deficiencies and inflated values 
of investments—to ply their vocation with­ 
out let or hindrance, and, above all, with­ 
out any manner of assets in this State as 
security to tbtir policy-holders, some of 
our citizens would certainly suffer in such 
a case. 
Senate BHl No. 18S is solely 
in the interest of the people, and 
should receive the hearty support of the 
people of this State, in whose interest it 
was conceived, aud of the legislators who 
have sworn to uphold the Constitution.

THE DEBRIS QUESTION. 


E ds. R ecord-U nion : It is becoming 
every day more apparent that no basis of 
compromise will be found between the min­ 
ing and the agricultural interests iu regard to_ 
the flow of tailings from hydraulic mines 
over agricultural lands. The failure of any 
legislation to meet the case will relegate the 
whole subject back to the litigant position it 
has heretofore and still occupies. The issue 
of the controversy has no middle ground in 
appeal to law. The farmers demand that 
hydraulic mining cease at once, and pray for 
immediate injunction to that end. Failing 
iu obtaining this injunction, the farmers 
will then be suppliants for legislation, 
since that will be the only remedy for the 
vast injury inflicted by the flow of 
tailings down 
the streams of 
the 
State. 
Succeeding in their efforts to 
enjoin the miners, hydraulic mining will 
cease, and the most important interest in the 
State will be blotted out. If these interests 
were animated by a true spirit of compromise 
and mutual concession, or of that kind of for­ 
bearance which characterizes a true civiliza­ 
tion, means could readily be devised whereby 
all the evils complained of might be remedied 
without injury to any existing interests. It is 
only too apparent, however, that the farming 
side of the question is being led and controlled 
by the attorneys, who are interested in the 
perpetuation of the interminable litigation 
into which they have entered, and who find 
in the Courts of the State the most satisfac­ 
tory remedy to themselves. If the present 
session of the Legislature shall adjourn 
without devising some mean3 of set­ 
tling the existing controversies on some 
just basis, the question will be left 
to interminable and costly litigation, iu 
which the parties most profited will be the 
•attorneys on botli sides of the case. That 
these attorneys are using their influence 
against any amicable adjustment of the case 
is only too apparent. They have from the 
lirst discouraged every proposition of what­ 
ever character looking to any other than set­ 
tlement in the Courts, and as long as both 
parties are led by them there is no hope of 
any compromise or any adjustment of the 
difficulty within the space of at least ten 
years.

T h e T ru th A bo ut E e l R iv e r.—Fern- 
dale Enterprise: An effort is being made 
by some to have those who have never seen 
or examined Eel river or its entrance to the 
sea, believe it is nothing more than a 
slough, that the body of water that flows 
in and out of the mouth of Eel river is 
small—exceedingly small—and that with 
the aid of a pair of long-legged rubber 
boots a man would be enabled to cross the 
river and come out on the opposite shore 
of the river dry shod. In order that tiie 
facts may bo known and published to the 
world as they really exist, a number of ex­ 
perienced seamen went dow n to the en­ 
trance Wednesday, and made a thorough 
examination of all parts of the river, and 
especially of the bar, with the following 
satisfactory result: The water from the 
river was found flowing into the sea 
through two channels, each about 100 
yard* wide, and 14 miles apart; the water 
between these entrances measured 84 to 
11 feet in depth at quarter tide, which at 
high tide would be increased to a depth 
of from 111 to 14 feet. Upon examina­ 
tion the water on the bar of the old. en­ 
trance was, at half tide, found to measure 
15 feet, with a wide channel running 
straight out to sea, enabling a vessel to 
enter with ease, and without the slightest 
danger. The water just inside the bar 
was found to measure 26 fetft. The en­ 
trance made by last winter’s high water, 
commonly known as the new entrance, was 
sounded at third tideand marked Sfeet on the 
line. This entrance, it is,stated hy those 
residing near by, is rapidly filling up, 
which statement is verified by its past his­ 
tory. Salt river was sounded on half tide 
from the old entrance to the wharf at Port 
Kenyon, finding a good channel with water 
varying in depth from 84 to 20 feet. The 
tide ebbs and flows up Eel anti Salt rivers 
a distance of ten miles, with a flood of 
from 5 to 7 feet, once every 12 hours, be­ 
sides the large amount of water which must 
necessarily flow from Eel river and its 
tributaries, which in itself is almost suffi. 
cient the year round to make an entrance 
of sufficient depth to float a steamer of 7 
feet draught.

CAVE MAN IN ENGLAND. 
Professor Boyd Dawkins, a prominent 
English geologist, gave recently a lecture 
in London on “ The Man of the Caverns,” 
in the course of which he drew a vivid pic­ 
ture of Southern England in prehistoric 
times. While the river-drift men and the 
cave men were living in Britain, the hills 
and valleys in the south of England, he 
said, presented the same outlines as they 
did now. Could we take our stand in 
those times ou Shooter’s Hill or on the Es­ 
sex Heights, and look over the Thames 
valley iu the direction of London, we 
should see a dense forest of oak, ash aud 
Scotch fir, and the course of the Thames 
marked by lines of willows and alders. A 
few thin columns of smoke rising over the 
tops of the trees would mark the camping- 
places of primeval mail. In the forests 
wild boars, mammoths, and rhinoceroses, 
wild horses, stags, and Irish elks 
would meet our eyes, ami in the summer 
time countless herds of bisons, like those 
now ranging over the plains of Northwest­ 
ern America. 
In the winter were vast 
numbers of reindeer, and a few musk 
Bhcep, the most Arctic of tho mammalia 
family in its habits. Iu the rivers were 
otters and heavers, and the explorer would 
be startled by the snort of the hippopota­ 
mus in the reaches of the Thames near 
Brentford. Beasts of prey also abounded, 
lions, leopards, hyenas, grizzly bears, 
wolves and foxes. 
If we penetrated to 
one of the camp fires we should have seen 
the river-drift hunter chipping or using 
some of those rude ilint implements which 
lie in the London gravels along with the 
remains of the animals which he hunted. 
The river-drift man, in the long course 
of ages, was succeeded by the man of the 
caverns, and more highly equipped for the 
battle of life. In the course of t.nie the 
cave man disappeared, the elimatc and 
geographyof Englandbecamealmost what it 
was now, the hunter stage cf civilization 
w as super-eded by that of the herdsman 
and the tiller of the ground and the manu­ 
facturer of the neolithic age. From the 
neolithic age down to the present time the 
progress of man had been unbroken iu 
Britain and in Europe, and ti e present 
condition of the European peoples was to 
be looked upon as the result of a gradual 
series of changes by which civilization suc­ 
ceeded civilization, and race succeeded race, 
“ the old order yielding place unto tho 
new,”_ because the new order was higher 
and nobler.

C om plim ent to th e W e a th e r B u reau . 
The German Government recently paid 
the highest compliment to the United 
States by addressing, through the German 
Minister at Washington, a letter request­ 
ing to be exactly informed as to the pro­ 
cesses by which the Signal Service Bureau 
so promptly collects at the War Depart­ 
ment the meteorological reports from all 
parts of the United States—an extent of 
territory greater than Europe—and so 
rapidly drafts and publishes them upon 
the printed daily weather map. These 
maps arc isstted three hours after the 
records are read at the distant stations. 
When it is remembered that the request 
comes from a Government notel for its 
skilled cartographers, and standing first in 
Europe, the value of the compliment will 
be appreciated.

CENTRAL AND SOUTH AMERICA. 
By the steamship Colima, which arrived at 
San Francisco Saturday, later Panama dates 
have been received. 
The Star and Hi raid says : The geological 
studies on the line of the proposed canal, 
which are directed principally by the mining 
engineer, Mr. Boutan, demonstrate that the 
geological drawings presented bv Wyse and 
Reclus to the Paris Congress, qlthongh exact 
in their principal lines, were more unfavor­ 
able for the canal enterprise than the definite 
examination has proven. 
Dr. Thomas Lama, Peruvian Minister to 
the Central American Republics, sailed iu 
the Houduras for Nicaragua. 
The population of the State of Canea, ac­ 
cording to the last census, is 435,078. Of 
these, the districts which desire to separate 
and form the tenth State of the Union con­ 
tain 171,609 inhabitants. 
A letter from Lima says: There is not 
much of importance to chronicle b> this op­ 
portunity. The military situation continues 
unchanged. Montero is still baeiiy engaged 
reducing order out of chaos from the relics of 
Buendias army, and is reported to have al­ 
most completed his work. 
El Pueblo Chileno states that the Chilean 
forces have again resumed po.-session of Ata­ 
cama and Toconado. The Bolivian com­ 
mander Carrasco abandoned these places as 
the Chileaqs advanced, without firing a shot. 
An old Indian of TocoDado was ordered to 
be Bhot by the Bolivian commander for fur­ 
nishing information to the Chileans. 
A report to the Patria of Lima from 
Samanco, under date of December 31st, 
stated that Chimbóte had been bombarded by 
the Chilean ships Blanca Encalada, Loa and 
Amazonas. It states that the smoke of the 
conflagration had been distinguished from 
that port. No confirmation of the report 
had been received by mail at Callao. 
The Chilean Government has decreed the 
construction of telegraph lines from Caracoles 
to Atacama, from Antofagasta to Salinas, 
and from Tocopilla to Iquique. These will 
place in commnnication by land the province 
of Tarapaco with Autofagasla and Santiago. 
The cost of the work will be between $60,000 
and 8100,000.

A THEATER NOT OFTEN KOlICED. 


The Chinese theater on Third slreet is now 
enjoying the successful lun of a Mongol 
drama. 
The management is energetic—it has 
recently put in a dress circle, the only dis­ 
comfort of which is the close intim acy it en­ 
forces between . the tops of the heads of 
patrons and the low roof of the dram atic 
temple. 
The seating capacity of the house is 
equal to 300. I t is a thorough le veler, one price 
prevailing for all seats and “ reserves ” being 
unknown. 
I t is accommodating, too, as to 
hours, for the performance begins at 11 A. M., 
and continues until 4:30 P. 41., and being re­ 
sumed at 7 P. M. the play is kept bowling 
along until the m arket men take up their po­ 
sitions on T hird street the next morning. 
The stage is superior to th at of the M etro­ 
politan, inasmuch as it is devoid of scenery, 
and the free fancy of the spectator is not 
checked by old and worn flats, and the ever­ 
present “ drop ” with the spectacle of a host 
of uncurried mustangs dragging wild-eyed 
ancients in unheard-of chariots beneath the 
impossible terraces of a dilapidated amphi­ 
theater. 
The troupe of thirty artists is de­ 
serving ot commendation, because they em­ 
ploy no outside agents to hector reporters, 
while the management never dreams of ask­ 
ing the press to be oblivious to the faults and 
blind to the demerits of the company. 
It 
has a due sense of the proprieties, leaving re­ 
porters severely alone and not insisting upon 
free advertising in local columns, 
i t sus­ 
pends the free list remorselessly, as to theat­ 
rical parasites, and recognizes only those peo­ 
ple whom duty and courtesy designate as 
legitimate deadheads. 
I t does not dream of 
asking first-class prices for second-rate enter­ 
tainments, nor does it curse the community 
for refusing to be frozen to death and blown 
to pieces by the draughts of the auditorium. 
In short, the smoke-browned interior of the 
Chinese theater is a free field for criticism and 
observation, aud the public is never bored by 
the tribulations of its managers. 
For these 
virtues, negative and positive, appreciative 
journalism accords it an unsought “ notice.” 
The plays produced iutroduce some m arvel­ 
ous costumes, and call for a wonderful exer­ 
cise of the imagination. 
The stage is a sort 
of club room, where spectators move about at 
will and jostle the actors with cool indiffer­ 
ence. 
The “ leg dram a” is unknown to its 
boards, “ Pinafore ” is a stranger to its walls, 
and the sensational play unheard of in its 
gieen-room. 
The play at present living given 
is chosen from the “ Yuen-tchin-he-tchung,” 
a collection of Mongol dramas published by 
au enterprising Yankee firm in 1280, though 
the copyright was violated by a Buddhistic 
purloiner a couple of hundred years later, 
when the play bad nearly reached the third 
act of its representation. 
The author, Kuan- 
han-king, a dram atist of repute, though living 
to a good old age, did not survive the first act 
of the piece, life being too short for that. 
Regret has been expressed, in considering 
this fact, th at life is altogether too long for 
some of the authors of modern drama. 
The story of the play involves the frolicsome 
adventures and the tragic narrative of a Chi­ 
nese gourd of precocious growth, aud in this 
respect bears a striking resemblance to the 
pathetic tale of “ Jack and his B ean-Stalk.” 
The hero of the play is persónate<! by a lithe 
Celestial whose wooden mask, half white, 
half black, and altogether horrible to behold, 
would make glad the heart of the average 
Eureka Club masker and insure him the 
first prize for grotesque originality. 
The 
manner in which the festive plant waltzes 
about the stage in pantomimic recital and reck­ 
lessly mixes itself up with Chinese history 
and the romantic life of the Emperor Hiueu- 
tsung, is something which can be fully appre­ 
ciated 
by 
those 
cultured mortals alone 
whose fam iliarity with the text of the play 
is equaled only in scope and comprehension 
by the learning and acumen of the average 
legislative correspondent of a metropolitan 
journal. 
The moral reflections, the recita­ 
tion of wise decrees, the recital of wonderful 
adventures, the recounting of the heroic acts 
and courageous feats of the sages, warriors 
aud rulers whose history the dram a makes 
mince-iueat of, began about one week ago, and 
promises to continue until that uncertain 
period when the Chinese m ust go. 
The in­ 
terest of the play is so great, the plot so vast 
in its proportions and so exacting in its de­ 
mands, and the length of the historic period 
to be traversed in which the romantic gourd 
flourished is such th at three relays of actors 
are employed, form utual relief and to keep the 
show up to the point of unflagging activity. 
W hen these shall have succumbed to old age, 
aud their bones have beeu shipped across the 
salty seas, they will be replaced by new stock 
companies, whose members are as yet in 
Mongolian pinafores. 
There need, therefore, 
lie no rush for reserved seats, as there will be 
ample time to take in a year or two of acts 
when the ordinary business of life shall 
grow too weighty for the energies of one’s 
latter years. 
Ths instrum entation of the or­ 
chestra can 
be 
criticised in the 
quiet 
hours of night, from 
any point within 
two 
blocks 
of 
the 
dram atic 
temple. 
R einhardt 
and 
other 
orchestral 
lead­ 
ers have recently 
made 
the 
melodies 
a profound study, but their outdoor criticisms 
of the art of the soloist on tho one-stringed 
Celestial viola have been rendered somewhat 
difficult from inability to distinguish between 
the notes of the instrum ent and the house­ 
top voluntaries of the feline serenaders of 
Third street. The theater is daily and nightly 
filled by admiring Mongolians, who seein to 
have not the slightest care as to whether 
Caucasians drop in or not, and the actors go 
on from hour to hour in their dreary mono­ 
tone of ear-piercing falsetto, apparently u t­ 
terly indifferent to what the press may say of 
their dramatic powers in the next “ issue,” 
a blissful state of nonchalance to which the 
“ Melican ” actor crd never hope to attain. 


D ead A nim als. — A 
correspondent 
is 
anxious to know what has been the outcome 
of the recent action of the. City Board of 
H ealth, urging the Trustees to procure a piece 
of ground where animals dying within the 
city lim its may be buried. 
He says th at the 
failure to provide such a place has in the past 
been a great annoyance and heavy burden to 
citizens owning animals. 
An animal dying 
on one’s hands heretofore has cost nearly as 
much in many cases for burial as it was 
worth when alive, owing to the great diffi­ 
culty experienced in finding a place where 
the carcass could be deposited and in obtaining 
the means of transportation. 
He claims the 
city is large enough to w arrant the Trustees 
in giving some one person nr company the 
exclusive privilege of receiving the carcasses 
of all dead animals in the city, except those 
of fowls. 
In th at case, the person would he 
required to provide properly-arranged trucks 
and 
carts, 
and 
to 
dispose 
of 
all 
dead animals immediately upon Dotice, and 
all persons owning dead animals should be 
required, under penalty, to notify the proper 
officer of the death "of such animal. 
He 
claims th at such an arrangem ent would be 
greatly beneficial to the city, and.could be 
made profitable to the contractor, who would 
convert the carcasses into merchantable goods. 
In some places the privilege of disposing of 
the carcasses is sold at a premium. 
The cor­ 
respondent is a prominent butcher, and says 
that his opportunities for forming a Correct 
judgm ent in this m atter have been extended. 
He is not an applicant for the privilege sug­ 
gested, nor does he know of auv one wishing 
such a contract, but believes th at the crea­ 
tion of such an exclusive privilege would re­ 
sult in some one coming forward to take it. 


R unaway.—W hen the Vallejo train came 
in Saturday a team belonging to F. E. 
M itchell, th at had been left unhitched, be­ 
came frightened and ran down Second street 
with the hack at a rapid gait.

“ Bill ” and “ Ja c k ” nightly slew so remorse­ 
lessly. 
The youths were a lively knot of fel­ 
lows, and soon 
made themselves 
known 
throughout the city, and “ Buffalo Bill’s In ­ 
dians” were the texts for several facetious 
“ m entions” by the city press. 
The final 
“ local” they received, was an account of 
their being left behind in Sacramento, while 
the remainder of the troupe w ent over to 
Virginia. 
They were evidently much a t­ 
tached to the scouts, aud decidedly in love 
with stage-life. 
They were without means, 
and begged piteously to be taken “ over the 
hill.” 
W bat became of them, has not befure 
been definitely stated. 
Now comes Captain 
Jack, the temperance frontiersman, with a 
book of his poems and sketches, in which he 
gives the Eequel to the story about the 
“ supers,” whom he term s “ Robust Hood­ 
lums, with faces already made up for the 
w ar-path.” 
He adds th at “ the pleasure of 
being slaughtered by Buffalo Bill had an 
irresistible fascination for them.

W hen we reached V irginia City no supers 
were to be seen ; but on opening the w ard­ 
robe trunk we found th at several Indian 
suits were missing, and came to the conclu­ 
sion th at the ‘supers’ had stolen the toggery 
and started on the war-path on their own 
account. 
About 3 o’clock that afternoon; 
however, a nun. her of them turned un, car­ 
rying their warorobe under their arms. They 
told their experience as follows: 
‘W hen we 
got through in Sacramento, we didn’t know 
what the mischief to do next 
Finally, we 
went into the theater and snaffled our ward­ 
robes, then went into an old shed, dressed 
up in our togs and painted our faces. 
You 
see Indians are allowed to’ride free on all the 
roads; so we got on the back platform, and 
concluded we could fake it through some­ 
how. 
The conductor never bothered us till 
wo struck Reno, when Scotty, the dog-gone 
fool, gave us dead away, trying to spout 
Shakespeare. 
W hen he said ‘Now is the 
winter of our discontent, 
made glorious 
sum m er’— Superintendent V crine tun, who 
w-as passing along the platform, heard the 
blasted fool, and dropped on 
the whole 
racket. 
H e called a couple -of brakemen, 
and told ’em we war white men, and they 
fired us off. 
W e commenced to jabber Choc­ 
taw and Tiute, but it wouldn’t work worth a 
cent. 
Then we slid around and got into a 
freight car, but they dropped on th a t and 
fired us again. 
Then we walked up from 
Reno—and here we are.’ 
‘Yes, here we 
are,’ said Scotty, ‘an’ if we don’t eat till 
after the show, we’re liable to drop without 
bein’ shot.’ Bill ordered some rations, and 
the noble warriors went through their war 
dance th at night on full stomachs.”

T h e R a il r o a d a n d t h e C h in e s e . —R e­ 
cently, under the interest given to the m atter 
hy the legislative discussion, there has been 
considerable inquiry as to w hat extent Chi­ 
nese are employed by the railroad corpora­ 
tions. 
To ascertain the facts regarding it, in­ 
quiry has been made of the chief clerk at the 
railroad shops, and of Superintendents P ra tt 
and W right and Assistant Superintendent 
Foster, aud the result is as follows: A t the 
railroad shops there are about 900 men em­ 
ployed. 
In Superintendent l ’ratt’s division 
there are about 400 men, and his jurisdiction 
includes the Sacramento division of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad extending to Truckee 
on the east, Redding on the Oregon division, 
the California 
Pacific 
Railroad 
(Vallejo 
route), and the Northern Railway ( Davisville, 
K night’s Landing and Willows rpute). . Su­ 
perintendent W right’s jurisdiction is over the 
Sacramento and I’lacerville Railroad, on 
which there are (52 men employed. 
Of all 
these there is but one Chinese employe, who 
is engaged a t the depot daily looking after 
Chinese passengers and in the capacity of au 
interpreter, etc. 
In the steam er division. 
Assistant Superintendent Foster says, theie 
are up and down the river, on boats and sta­ 
tions, from San Francisco to the end of the 
rnule, about 150 men employed, and none of 
them are Chinamen. 
Thus, among the 1,512 
men employed by the railroads from Vallejo 
to Truckee, from Shingle Springs to Redding, 
from Sacramento to Willows, and up and 
down tbe river (the W estern Division head­ 
quarters being at Oakland, no figures are ob­ 
tainable here), there is but one Chinaman, 
and he receives .$50 per month for his services.

self, and th e fascination which he threw 
about all his projects, w ere derived from 
the fact th at, a t w hatever rate realization 
followed, his ideas flew faster still and 
outstripped them all. 
A nd if, in the m a­ 
chinery for com plicated calculation de­ 
signed by th e Thomsons, m uch inore lias 
been actually achieved than ever before, it 
is not because this is a generation of more 
feeble folk, or because there has been any

STORY OF CljAY. 


H ere is an anecdode told me by m y 
father, who was a great adm irer of C lay’s, 
and wlio was an eye w itness of the scene. 
I t has never appeared in print, a t least to 
m y knowledge, and for its tru th I can 
vouch. 
W hen H enry C lay ran for the 
first tim e for Congress ho was billed to 
address an assem bly in the open air. 
A 
vast crowd hail convened to hear the young 
orator, and conspicuous above all arose the 
tall form of Jim Burnim, a rough, w ith an 
unenviable reputation and a great personal 
enem y of C lay’s, owing to repeated de­ 
feats sustained by him from Clay in his 
political aspirations. W hen Clay had com­ 
menced his address Burnim placed himself 
directly opposite him in the crowd and an ­ 
noyed th e speaker continually by in te rru p ­ 
tions and personal rem arks, b u t chiefly by 
hissing every good point Clay produced. No 
m atter how sm ooth and lucid his stream of 
oratory m ight be, or how forcible his argu­ 
m ent, Burnim was ready at th e finis w ith 
his insulting hiss. 
This continued u ntil 
Clay could stand it no longer, and when, 
after a particularly pungent th ru st a t the 
m orality of th e anti-Federalists, he was 
greeted w ith th e indom itable, silent howl 
of B urnim ’s, he tu rn ed savagely to him, 
and w ith flashing eyes delivered this cutting 
speech: “ M r. B urnim ,” said he, “ when 
your last hour has come, and your evil, 
sinful soul has sought th e dark shades of 
h e ll; when standing there bsfore its sul­ 
phurous gates, your spirit charred w ith sin 
aw aits adm ittance, .batan, glowing in his 
crim son m ajesty, shall ask his vassals g ath ­ 
ered around him who it is th a t stands o u t­ 
side his portals, and w hen he’s told th a t 
you are there, he’ll rise, and w ith a look of 
dark disgust, cry to his w aiting meuiaÍ3 : 
‘ Go, tak e the slave and burn him till be 
h i s s ” —[Correspondence of Philadelphia 
Times.

THE BALANCE OK TRA1JK OH THE WRONG SIDE. 
W a s h in g to n , February 14tb.—The bal­ 
ance of trade has, comparatively, for so long 
a time been in our favor thal the popular im ­ 
pression has been created th at it is destined 
permanently to remain bo. 
Sagacious and 
experienced business men have, however, an­ 
ticipated a return of the period when the bal­ 
ance of trade would shift, and the outflow of 
specie from this couutry recommence. 
This 
• lias been the view of the Treasury D epart­ 
m en t; and while there has been do appre 
heusion felt as to the ability to maintain spe­ 
cie payments, it has been seen th at over-con­ 
fidence might have the effect to • seriously 
check the era of prosperity on which the 
country has entered. 
From returns received 
at the Departm ent it is shown th at imports 
at New York for the last month were greater 
than ever before for the same month for any 
year, reaching in value $10,000,000. 
New 
York does about two-thirds of the import 
busiuess of the cuintry. aud one-half of the 
exports. 
I t is calculated from the figures for 
the month of January that the balauce of 
trade against the U nited States for the last 
month was not less than §10,000,000, and it is 
thought that this balance will increase rather 
than decrease. 
Should this be the case, its 
effect will soon be felt in every departm ent of 
business. The character of the imports ahows 
th at our people are again running into the 
extravagance and 
indulgence in luxuries 
which pertained to the war era. 


THE NEW RAILROAD BILL. 
Notwithstanding the general impression 
th at the substitute bill, adopted yesterday by 
a m ajority of the House Committee ou Com­ 
merce, was entirely acceptable to railroad 
companies, if not directly procured by their 
influence, it is ascertained that the ninth sec­ 
tion of the bill is extremely objectionable to 
them, and that on account of its incorpora­ 
tion in the measure they will oppose the whole 
bill in the House, unless it be eliminated, or 
m aterially modified. 
The objection to it is 
th a t they are not willing to intrust the men 
a p p o in t .by the President, who would form 
a controlling m ajority of the proposed Board 
of Commissioners, with absolute power to de­ 
term ine what rates of toll are “ fair and rea­ 
sonable.” 
The section referred to is as 
follows: 
See. D. No company or companies, railroad cor­ 
poration or corporations, person or persons ¿o em­ 
ployed as aforesaid in oi>erating a line, or lines, or 
railroad through two or more States, or parts of 
States, a- aforesaid, shall charge, collect, demand or 
receive more than a fair and reasonable rate of toll 
or compensation for the transportation from one 
State or Territory, or another State or Territory, or 
to and from any foreurn country, bo far as the rale 
shall relate to the commerce between the States, of 
fn ig h t of any kind or description, or for the use 
and transportation of any railroad car upon its 
track ; and for each and every violation of this Act 
by charging, collecting, demanding or receiving 
more than such reasonable rate, the company or 
companies, cor|»oration or corporations, organiza­ 
tion or organizations, |>erson or persons, so offending 
shall be jointly and severally liable for extortion, 
and subject to forfei’u res and penalties hereinafter 
provided.

Senator Lam ar arrived to-day, and will 
take his seat Monday.

PROCEEDINGS IN THE HOUSE. 
T he House met for debate only, and was 
addressed by B right on funding the public 
debt. 
He attacked the money oligarchy 
which had for so long a time dictated iegisla- 
tiou, the rapacity of which there appeared to 
be no bound or bottom. 
Finley .advocated 
his bill 
to 
equalize 
bounties. 
H e asserted th at it would not prob­ 
ably involve the ex]>eoditure of more than 
§20,000,000. instead of § 1(K),000,000, as esti­ 
mated by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Hayes discussed the many phases of the 
financial question, stating that he hoped that 
for one session, at least, Congress would 
cease all attem pts to cbauge or disturb it. 
The people wanted no more Congressional 
tiukering with the currency. 
_ 
J oyce spoke in opposition to the reciprocity 
treaty between Canada and the 
U nited 
States. 
Myers followed, in favor of thp bill intro­ 
duced some time ago by himself for the re­ 
tirem ent of National Bank notes. 


Labor A gitation in D en ver. 
D enver, February 11th.—Denver is at 
present undergoing the first labor agitation of 
its history, and as the agitation is general, 
the feeling manifest among laboring men and 
others is quite intense. 
The laboring classes 
have for several months past been gradually 
forming Unions, until twenty-one organiza­ 
tions of the kind have been peifected. 
T h ;y 
comprise 
printers, 
carpenters, 
plumbers, 
brick-masons, stone-masons, painters, plas­ 
terers, horse-shoers, saddl-rs, cigar-makerq 
molders, barbers, waiters, cooks, blacksmiths, 
cabinet-makers, locomotive engineers and 
firemen. 
These Unions m et in mass conven­ 
tion to-night., and took step3 to organize a 
Trades Assembly, which, it is claimed, will 
constitute a voting strength of 1,000, and a 
commercial patronage of §125,000. 
It is be­ 
lieved by the leaders of the movement that 
this consolidation of the working classes 
bids fair to play a strong part in the politics 
of Denver and the entire State. 
The steps 
taken to-night in consolidating these dif­ 
ferent trades were caused directly by the re­ 
cent action of two of the newspapers iu re­ 
ducing the price of composition. 
During 
December tbe local Typographical Union 
advanred its schedule of juices from 40 t o -15 
cents per 1.000 ems for night work, and made 
corresponding advances in all branches of the 
trade. 
The advance was accepted at the 
time, though with pool grace, by the propri­ 
etors. 
Sotue two weeks ago the Eivning 
Timet demanded a reduction on the part of 
its workmen to the old prices. 
This they 
declined to make, and the office was filled 
with non-Union men. 
Early this week the 
Kooky M ountain Hews duplicated the Timet' 
demand, which was at first rejected, then 
accepted,and again rejected; the result being 
th at the JTetct offies was filled with printeis 
not members of the Union. 
Tbe meeting 
to-night was enthusiastic, though orderly, 
and was attended by fully 1,500 peojde.

was addressed by several persons, including 
B rick Pomeroy. 
Among other 
schemes 
which the W orkingmen have on foot is that 
of starting an afternoon paper, with Pome­ 
roy at the helm.

M r. Burgess was an ardent-fox- 
hunter. 
T he Bishop, although a thorough 
horsem an, detested sporting parsons. 
B ut 
F rank Burges» wa3 not an easy m an to 
deal w ith. 
H e was independent aud testy. 
W ilberforce tried tw o or three plans indi­ 
rectly to let th e fox-hunting parson know 
th a t he disapproved of the pastim e, but, 
finding th a t these had no effect, th e Bishop 
determ ined to speak for himself, and, m eet­ 
ing Burgess one m orning in Oxford, he 
gently led up to th e obnoxious topic. 
“ You had a capital day yesterday, M r. 
Burgess, for fox-hunting in your neighbor­ 
hood.” 
“ Yes, m y lo rd ,” said Burgess, 
“ m ost excellent, and a capital field and a 
splendid ru n .” 
“ I suppose you do not 
h u n t now ?” said th e Bishop, interroga­ 
tively. 
“ N ot m uch, m y lo rd ,” replied 
Burgess, and then, recollecting the Bishop’s 
objection, and th inking th a t th is reply 
m ight be construed casuistical, the Vicar 
added, “ N o t so m uch as I should like, my 
lord.” 
“ No, I dare say n o t,” said the 
Bishop, “ b u t—b u t ’’—looking w ith th at 
peculiar glance of 
his, 
a glance 
half 
sarcastic 
and 
half 
ironical— “ do 
you 
th in k , M r. Burgess, th a t your presence in 
the hunting field adds to your influence 
among your parishioners?” 
“ I do not 
know w hether it adds to m y influence, my 
lord,” replied B urgess; 
“ b u t I do not 
know th a t it detracts 
from it.” 
The 
Bishop th o u g h t it necessary to be frank 
now in his tu rn , and p u ttin g on a severe 
tone, he read th e V icar a sharp lecture 
upon th e unprofessional character of a fox- 
hunter in a black coat. 
Burgess listened 
as respectfully as he could ; but wheu the 
lecture was over he bowed and asked per­ 
mission to m ake one observation. 
This 
•was to point out to th e Bishop th a t in the 
new spapers of a day or tw o before his 
name had appeared as one of those present 
a t a S u te ball. 
“ All, yes,” said the 
Bishop, prom ptly, “ b u t if you had been 
there you would have seen th a t I jv a s 
never in th e same room w ith th e dancers, 
M r. Burgess—never in the same room. 
“ A nd th at, my lord,” said Burgess, w ith 
equal prom ptness, “ is m y case. 
I have 
such bad cattle th at, though I ride to 
hounds p retty often, I am never in tbe 
same field w ith 
the 
h u n t—never, 
rny 
lord !” 
A nd th e 
Bishop 
once 
provoked an 
equally neat, if less personal, reto rt from 
a fox-bunting parson, who rode so regu­ 
larly to bounds th a t W ilberforce lost his 
tem per w ith him . 
“ You go galloping all 
over th e country, and your parish is going 
to th e dogs.” 
“ T hat, my lord,” replied 
th e incorrigible priest, “ is w hy I hunt. 
W hen m y parishioners are goiDg, as your 
lordship "says, to th e dogs (w ith a slight 
em phasis on dogs), it is, I subm it, m y 
lord, m y positive d u ty to go also, if only 
to look a fte r them . ” 
B u t W ilberforce, as a rule, w as as ready 
w ith hi£ repartee as a m au in his position 
m ust be. 
H e once spoke to a keeper upon 
a neighboring estate, w here he sometimes 
spent a q uiet day shootiug, about not go­ 
ing to church. 
The m an pleaded guilty to 
the Bishop’s im peachm ent, b u t added th at 
he read his Bible u n Sunday afternoons, 
“ aud, m y lord,” said th e keeper, “ I d o 
not find there th a t th e A postles w ent 
shooting.” “ You are quite right, m y man, 
quite rig h t,” replied th e B ishop; “ b u t it 
was because there was no game in th e H oly 
Land. 
T hey w ent fishing 
instead.”—

B ut as th e climax was reached and the con­ 
clusion drew near, th e parson began to re­ 
collect himself. 
T his was no com pany of 
sinners. 
These w ere th e “ first circles” of 
P 
, aristocrats in velvet aud silk ; their 
church had the tallest steeple and the hand­ 
som est front in the town, and th eir m inister 
comm anded a higher salary than any other 
church in M aine could raise. 
The parson 
felt a blnsh stealing to his check. 
H e hur­ 
ried through his serm on, closed it, and 
reached uncom fortably for the hymn-book ; 
then, w ith a quick little movem ent, be 
wheeled .about, and cocking his wizened face 
to one side, piped out, in his queer, 
high-pitched tone : “ I hope no one iu the 
audience will take offense a t any rem arks 
offered in my address this morning. 
I was 
sent for in great haste, had no tim e to make 
a selection, and the tru th is, this sermon 
never was w ritten to come in here ; it was 
w ritten for Sacarap folks.”

A WHISTLING EUOY. 


A new buoy li.s been invented by 51. 
P errin, of 
H avre, 
w hich includes the 
novel feature of announcing its position by 
means of w histling, and hence is known as 
the autom atic w histling buoy. 
In shape 
th e body is sim ilar to th e ordinary conical 
buoy, except th a t about three feet from 
the extrem e top it is marie flat. 
On this 
are fastened tw o 
sm all tubes, through 
which th e air goes into the interior, aud 
betw een these a trem endous w histle is 
fixed. 
A round th e whole is a hand rail, 
and tw o steps are placed, so th a t the sum ­ 
m it may be reached from a boat for paint­ 
ing, repairing aud other purposes. 
Be­ 
sides, there is a manhole. 
From the bot­ 
tom of th e cone a large iron tube, about 
30 feet long and betw een 0 feet and 7 feet 
in circum ference, is attached. 
W hen in 
use, more especially in a heavy sea, the 
wind, on going down the sm all tubes in the 
top, is im m ediately forced ou t through the 
w histle by the perpetual bobbing up and 
down of the buoy. 
T he noise, it is ex­ 
pected, will be so great th a t it will be 
heard for miles off from the place w here it 
is moored, th u s giving ample notice of the 
dangers th a t surround it. 
A nother device for m aking buoys con­ 
spicuous a t night is by painting them w ith 
lum inous paint. 
T his p aint is prepared by 
mixing w ith th e ordinary m aterials a sul­ 
phate of lime or other phosphorescent ma­ 
terial. 
Oa exposing the painted surface to 
daylight, the light of burning magnesium 
or of the electric arc, the light waves seem 
to set th e molceules of the salt ¡Dto a vi­ 
bration w hich lasts Tor several hours. The 
result is th a t on taking the painted surface 
into a d ark place a pale violet light is 
em itted. 
I t is claimed th a t buoys painted 
in this w ay would be visible at night, b u t 
the idea hardly seems practicable. 
L ight­ 
ing such buoys by compressed gas has. 
however, been tried w ith considerable suc­ 
cess on th e English coast. 


T iie A buse 
of W ords.—A mong the 
many abuses of our language th at have 
crept in to frequent use of late there is none 
so offensive to good taste as the absurd 
misuse of the w ord “ success.” 
“ He m ade 
a success of it,” 'and “ the perform ance was 
a success,” are phrases recently in a new s­ 
paper article describing a theatrical per­ 
formance. 
H ow m uch more elegant and 
correct and sensible it would have been to 
say “ H e was successful, ’ and “ tbe per­ 
formance was successful.” “ H e suicided,” 
and “ a message wa3 w ired,” are coinages 
among others in frequent use th a t ought 
also to be sternly discountenanced and re­ 
morselessly stricken out by every revising 
pen th a t has th e opportunity. 


O rganization o f a N ational B laine Club.

B artlett of 
Massachusetts, 
Congressman

Ketchum of New York, Browne

Indiana 
and 
Haskell 
of 
Kansas, 
and a number of others. 
Addresses were 
made by Congressmen Calkins of Indiana, 
Reed of Maine, Price of Iowa and W illiams 
of Mississippi, aud by Colonel Brown of K en­ 
tucky, strongly advocating Blaine’s nomina­ 
tion for the Presidency, and with equal 
earnestness condemning the G rant third term 
project. 
The headquarters of the club were 
established in W ashington, to remain open 
until after the meeting of the National Con­ 
vention.

AMERICAN 
UONG BIRDS. 


W ith regard to tn e uirds of N orth A m er­ 
ica, I cannot doubt from w hat I saw and 
beard th a t as songsters they are inferior to 
oar own. 
This is the testim ony of Mrs. 
G rant, of Laggan, who was fam iliar w ith 
both. 
I t is a curious circum stance th at 
betw een one C anadian bird and tbe cor­ 
responding species a t home, the only differ­ 
ence I could detect was th a t the American 
species was silent, w hile onr own is always 
talking. 
I refer to th a t charm ing bird the 
common sandpiper ( Tot an us Injpoleucus), 
abounding on th e banks of every stream 
and lake iu th e H ighlands. 
Its Am erican 
cousin ( Totanos 
metrularius) is equally 
abundant on all th e rivers of C anada ; but 
while a t borne its call notes arc incessant, and 
the male bird has even a continuous and most 
lively song, I did no t bear a colitary sound 
from th e sandpiper of Canada. 
This, how­ 
ever, may have been an accident, and the 
sand-pipers are now here reckoned among 
th e bird of song. 
One hears the m igratory 
th ru sh (robin) everyw here, in th e m idst of 
th e gardens and villas of tow ns and cities, 
aud in every little clearing of forest on the 
outsk irts of hum an habitation. I t ie a pleas­ 
an t song, b u t decidedly inferior to any one 
of his cousins in B ritain. 
I t is inferior in 
pow er to th e missal thrush, in variety to 
our common "m av is,” in melody to the 
blackbird. 
N ear N iagara I heard one very 
broken and interrupted song of fine tone 
and of considerable power. 
B ut although 
I w as in th e woods and fields of C anada and 
of th e S tates in tb e richest m om ent of 
spring, I heard little of th a t burst of song 
which in England comes from tb e blackcap 
aud the garden w arbler, anil the w hite- 
throat, and the reed w arb lir, and the com­ 
mon wren, and (Jocally) from the nig h t­ 
ingale. 
Above all, there is one great w ant which 
nothing can replace. 
The meadowB of 
N orth Am erica were to my eye tho roughly 
English in appearance, the same rich and 
lu x u rian t grass—the same character of 
w ild flowers—and even the same weeds. 
T he skies of A m erica are higher and w ider 
ar.d more full of sunshine. 
B ut there is no 
skylark to enjoy th a t “ glorious privacy of. 
lig h t.” 
“ The sw eetest singer in th e H tav- 
euly F ath er’s c h o ir” is w anted in the New 
W orld. 
I cannot help thinking th a t it 
m ight be introduced. 
Ol course th e w in­ 
ters of Canada and of th e N orthern S lates 
would compel it to follow alm ost all the 
other birds which sum m er there, and to re­ 
tire w ith them till th e return of spring to 
V irginia or the Carolinas. 
I t w ould be an 
interesting experim ent. 
I do no t know 
w hether it has been tried. 
If not, I w ould 
suggest it to my A m erican friends as one 
w orth trying. 
I t w ould be a happier in ­ 
troduction than th a t of the “ London spar­ 
row .”—[L etter from th e D uke of Argy ll.

THE BREEDING OF HEAVY HORSES. 


From the earliest times to the present 
day it has been a great misfortune and loss 
to mankind th at so little attention has been 
paid to the breeding and rearing of a more 
perfect and powerful race of horses for 
heavy farm and road work, and the use of 
the city dray and large express and truck 
wagon. 
Poets, from the sublime Job down 
to the liigh-spirited Byron, have been pro­ 
fuse in their descriptions and praises of 
the horse for war, the chase, and the 
courser, while historians, travelers and 
sportsmen have been ever eloquent over 
them in volumes of prose. 
Strange th at 
the most generally uBeful of all the differ­ 
ent breeds of horses should, with few ex­ 
ceptions, be ignored and passed by in 
silence, and so much be w ritten and spoken 
of others which, although requisite for 
special purposes, and worthy of high ad­ 
miration, have contributed less to the bene­ 
fit of humanity. 
But fortunately a great 
change in this respect has taken place 
within the past few years in Europe as well 
as in America. 
A numerous society, composed of noble­ 
men, the landed gentry, and farmers of 
Scotland, has recently been formed for the 
purpose of improving the breed of their 
larger sort of horses. 
This society takes 
the name of Clydesdale, and th at distin­ 
guished nobleman, Earl Dunmorc, has bei n 
devoting a considerable part of his time 
during the past two years to editing a 
Stud Book of their horses, classed also as 
Clydesdale. 
The first volume of this has 
already beeu published, aud the m atter for 
the second is collecting. 
England is now 
zealously following the laudable example 
set her by Scotland, for what has long been 
known as the Shire and other of her best 
large breeds of horses. 
The Prince of 
W ales, Earl Ellesmere, and other noble­ 
men are giving no little attention to the 
getting out of their Stud Book, and the 
whole landed interest of the United King­ 
dom is fast waking up to the importance of 
improvement of this most useful of all their 
breeds of horses. 
W ithin the past three years 200 to 1,000 
guineas ($1,000 to §5,000) has been the 
common price in G reat Britain for select 
heavy horses for breeding purposes, and 
even 1,500 guineas (§7,500) has been re­ 
fused lor a lew of the very choicest, while 
50 to 80 guineas (§250 to §400) is the or­ 
dinary price of those for farm and dray 
work alone. In France, Belgium, Hollaud, 
and a few districts in N orthern Germany, 
prices have also advanced considerably, 
and greater attention is given than former­ 
ly to the improvement of their horses, all 
of which shows the rapidly increased inter­ 
est in the subject abroad. 
Nor has this 
m atter been neglected in America, partic­ 
ularly in the last four years, during which 
large uumbers of powerful heavy animals 
have been imported into Canada and the 
United States from G reat Britain and 
France, with a few also from Flanders. 
The Clydesdale 
breed 
has been more 
generally 
preferred 
for Canada 
while 
the 
Percherou and 
Normandy 
have 
taken precedence in our own country. 
For the Percheron 
aud 
Norman 
in 
America a Stud Book was published in 
1877, by Mr. J. H. Sanders, of Chicago, 
Illinois. 
A revised edition followed the 
next year, of 212 large octavo pages, hand­ 
somely got up, with numerous fine engrav­ 
ings. 
The object of this Stud Book is to 
preserve an accurate record of the males 
and females imported from France and 
their full-bred descendants, so th at the 
public may not be imposed upon hereafter 
by unprincipled dealers palming off their 
inferior grades for full-breds.—[A. B. Allen, 
in H arper’s Magazine.

CREMONA 
VIOLINS. 


The excellence of the Cremona violins as 
musical instruments aud their fine finish as 
specimens of working in wood gave them 
early a high reputation, which they richly 
deserved. 
Undoubtedly they were the 
best and the handsomest violins th at had 
been made. 
They had also this advantage, 
that as years went on their positive excel­ 
lence became greater. 
The older they 
grew and the more they were used—care- 
lul use being assumed—the finer, richer, 
sweeter, mellower 
became 
their tone. 
Therefore it was th at toward the end of 
the last century there began in the musical 
world of Europe a “ craze” for Cremona 
violins. 
The demand was at first for the 
Amatis, so great was the positive merit of 
the instrum ents made by that family, and 
so had its members through generations and 
centuries impressed themselves upon the 
musical world as the leading lutanists of 
Cremona. 
Such was the supremacy of the 
Ainati name, and so comparatively under­ 
rated, if not unknown, was that of Stradi- 
vara, that it is recorded th at Cervetto took 
to England, about 1775, instruments by 
the latter maker, and, being unable to sell 
a violoncello for five pounds, he took them 
back again to Italy ! 
They would now, if 
they were good specimens of Stradivari's 
work and in good condition, easily be sold 
for five hundred pounds, and if of unusual 
excellence for seven or eight hundred. 
In 
1S76 I saw in London three violoncellos by 
Stradivari, for which the prices were sev­ 
erally six hundred and fifty, seven hundred 
and fifty, and one 
thousand pounds ; 
and the possessor, although he was a 
dealer, was not at all eager to sell them 
at those prices. 
True, they were instru­ 
ments of uncommon excellence and char­ 
acter, and were in perfect condition ; but 
so rapidly has the reputation of Stradivari 
increased during the last seventy-five years 
that it is now impossible to liny any sound 
instrum ent made by him for less than five 
hundred pounds. 
The influence of fashion 
could not be more strongly exemplified. 
If violins are bought for the beauty of 
their tone, w hat was the m atter with the 
ears of the violia-players of the last cen­ 
tury, th at they could not discover the 
positive merit of Stradivari's instrum ents, 
and their superiority to those made by the 
Amati family? 
For a “ S tra d ” ia now 
worth as merchandise at least twice as 
much, and generally three times as much, 
as any Amati instrum ent in equally good 
condition.—[February Atlantic.

CBINESE 
EMPEROR’S LIFE. 


The Hongkong Daily Press gives the 
following account of the educStion of the 
sons of the Chinese Emperors, and of some 
of the domestic arrangements of the royal 
family : 
“ The sons of the Manchu Emperors 
(hwang-tsz) undergo from their tenderest 
youth a system of the strictest education. 
Rising about 3 b’ulock in the morning, they 
first take their lesson in Chinese literature, 
under the superintendence of the only tu ­ 
tor who has the title of shih-fu or ‘m aster.’ 
The tutor rises from his chair as soon as 
the Imperial pupils enter and receives from 
the latter a courtesy (ta-ch’ien) which is 
then returned in the same form. 
The tutor 
takes the seat of honor, and when the 
lesson is learned the pupil brings up 
his book, deposits it before his teacher 
and returns to his seat to repeat the 
task by heart. 
If the lesson is 
not 
learned, the 
tutor requests a eunuch 
in 
attendance 
to 
bring 
the 
ftrule 
(ch’ing-pan) and makes a show of admin­ 
istering correction. 
But each Imperial 
pupil is accompanied by eight fellow- 
studeuts (pwan-tub), known in the Manchu 
language as ha-ha-chu, who study the same 
books as their young master. 
W hen it be­ 
comes necessary to admonish tiie latter 
more seriously the ha-ha-chu are beaten 
with the ferule vicariously ; hut when the 
Imperial pupil acquits himself well they 
are, on the other hand, commended or re­ 
warded. 
A recalcitrant and obstinate 
prince is as the last resort actually himself 
flogged, though probably only nominally, 
by the teacher ; or taken bclore the Em­ 
peror, who directs a eunuch to pinch his 
cheeks (ch'ik pa jou). 
The late Emperor 
T'ung cbih was frequently tweaked in this 
way by order of the Impresses. 
The Chi­ 
nese lesson occupies two hours ; after this 
come the Manchu and Mongol lessons in 
composition, 
given 
by 
the 
teachers 
who enjoy 
the 
less 
honorable 
title 
of 
se-fu, 
and 
who 
are obliged 
to 
meet 
their 
pupil 
at 
the 
door 
and make the first obeisance. 
Then come 
lessons in various spoken languages, Man­ 
chu, Mongol, T ’angat and in local Chinese 
dialects. A lter these come courses of in­ 
struction in foot and horse archery (ma-pu- 
chien), athletics, fencing, putting the stone, 
etc. (kung-tau-shih), under the guidance 
of a class of instructors called an-ta. 
The 
whole of the young 1’rinces’ day is taken 
up with mental or physical exercises, and 
they retire to rest at a very early hour. At 
suitable intervals their meals are weighed 
out for them, and on no account are they 
allowed to indulge in the pleasures of the 
table. A t the age *f 15 they m ust marry. 
The Emperor sleeps with eight handmaids 
(ch’ang-tsai) sitting upon his bed, and six­ 
teen others (ta-ying) underneath the bed, 
all of them girls from the Imperial house­ 
hold (nei-wu-fu). 
Their function is to 
keep watch over bis Majesty, and they are 
not allowed to sneeze, cough, spit, or 
utter any sound. 
The movements 
of 
the Emperor after awaking in the morn­ 
ing are signaled by a clapping of hands 
on the part of 
the eunuch on 
guard. 
Once a year—on New Y ear’s Day—the 
Emperor and Empress preside at a grand 
banquet, the Empress sitting on the Em­ 
peror's left hand. 
This is the only occa­ 
sion during the year on which the Emperor 
can see his wives together and compare 
their respective merits. 
The Empress pie- 
sents articles of food (k’e-shih) to the eu­ 
nuchs, who receive it from her Majesty on 
their knees, and the Emperor performs the 
same politeness to the v. omeD. 
The Em­ 
peror is spoken of and to as hwangebaug— 
‘M ajesty’—by all but members of the 
inner banners, who use the term ‘chu-tsz ’ 
— ‘dominus.’ 
The Emperor, Empress and 
concubines are all called by the eunuchs 
‘fo-ye,’ or ‘ chu tsz,’ i. e., ‘ Buddha,’ or 
‘ dominus,’ and the Inqierial p rin ces‘y e ’ 
—the latter term equivalent to ‘Sire.’ 
They arc spoken of as ‘ ako.’ 
The three 
inner gates of the Imperial apartm ents are 
never entered even by eunuchs, and,of men, 
only eunuchs are allowed to pass the fifth 
gate, which is watched by a corps of 
Imperial guards (shi-wei), who are au­ 
thorized to strike 
the shins 
of 
even 
the highest officer who may approach 
w ithout giving the word. 
If an inmate 
of the female apartm ents wishes to purchase 
anything or communicate with the outer 
world, she must send a handmaid to sound 
the iron plate (tien), or the clapper (paug- 
tsz), with which the harem is provided, on 
which the head eunuch approaches to in­ 
quire who is in w ant of assistance. 
H av­ 
ing learned who calls, he dispatches the 
under eunuch specially attached to this 
department, who addresses the handmaid 
and takes her orders, either verbally or on 
a slip of paper. 
The Cabinet Ministers 
(chun-chi) rise every morning at 2, present 
themselves at court at 3 A. jr., and are then 
received in audience. Theirinealsareserved 
up gratis from the Emperor's pantry, and the 
whole day is spent at the palace until 4 p. 
M. on ‘o ff’ days, and till (5 p. M. on days 
when there is military business to discuss. 
Thus the only time they can call their own 
is from, say, 5 P. m . t<»2 A. M. 
If indis­ 
posed, of course they obtain leave of ab­ 
sence, which must frequently be a great 
boon. 
The chun-chi never return the calls 
of any but the most distinguished provin­ 
cial officers, and even then this is done on 
the way from the palace. 


EDUCATION 
FOR 
GUIDANCE. 


Proverb in Paris—W orth makes woman. 


W hat shall we say of a system of educa­ 
tion which throws its students into society 
unable to protect themselves from the 
grossest impostures? 
To w hat end is a 
community filled 
with 
colleges, 
liigh- 
schools aud common schools, upon which 
millions of dollars are spent, when its 
graduates go out to become the ready prey 
of charlatans and sharpers, who can enrich 
themselves by pushing the most absurd 
and preposterous projects ? 
We are led to 
these reflections by the last report of 
lightning-rod swindles. 
The proud State 
that gives us our President and Chief Ju s­ 
tice aad makes a great ado about its educa­ 
tion, has also the honor of originating and 
harboring “ Chambers’ National Lightning 
Protection Company ” of Cincinnati. The 
Americans are a progressive people, great 
on improvements, and the W esterners are 
speciall y wide-awake in this respect. 
So 
the new lightning-rod is a great step for­ 
ward in inventive science. 
I t is laid fiat 
upon^he ridge of the building, and turned 
up at the two ends, and has no connection 
with the ground. 
Its rationale seems to 
be th at the lightning-discharge is caught 
upon one of the points, and, there being 
no rod to convey it to the earth, it is 
obliged 
to “ diffuse 
back into the air 
where it belongs and whence it came.” 
Of course, such an arrangement is w orth­ 
less for protection, and is, moreover, abso­ 
lutely dangerous, as 
every 
intelligent 
schoolboy ought to know ; and yet such is 
the grossness of public stupidity th at the 
company drove a thriving business with 
their contrivance, mounting it upon a great 
number of private dwellings, and even upon 
school-buildings. 
Prof. Macomber, of the 
Agricultural College at Ames, Iowa, seeing 
the extent to which people were humbugged 
by this so-eallei “ l’roientor,” publicly di - 
nounced it as a fraud, whereupon he was 
prosecuted by the company, which laid its 
damages at §50,000.—[Prof. E. L. You- 
mans.

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B im aritatei).— Some time in October a 
w ell-know n«nnister of Fall River, Mass., 
married two people. 
The bridegroom sup­ 
posed th at he was marrying a widow, and 
the bride supposed lier former husband was 
dead.

PIONEER DBAMA. 


Theaters and Actors in Downleville lu 
Ear.y Days. 
In early times, when the mines were in 
full blast, from 1851 to 1S5G, in the sum­ 
mer and fall each year the theaters in 
Downieville could support a permanent 
theatrical troupe, w ith good paying busi­ 
ness every night, and on Saturday and 
Sunday houses crowded, and in those days 
we had good stock couipauies. 
The first 
theater built here was iu 1851, on the lot 
of the Plaza Livery Stable, and was burned 
down 
iu the 
first tire, 
iu the early 
part 
of 
1852, 
and 
replaced 
with 
a 
larger one, more neat aud cosy, near the 
upper butcher shop. 
Then it paid actors 
to take a starring tour in the ¡nines, and 
Dowuieville was meluded in the trip. The 
building was lofty and convenient—a deep 
wide stage for scenic effects, and could seat 
about 000 people. 
The cliaudelier lighting 
the room cost §1500, and had a beautiful 
effect; around the parquet ran panels 
w ith mountain scenery on each one, aud on 
the drop-curtain, an Italian scene painted 
in oil, by the late H arry Mighels, of the 
Carson Appeal. 
Ill 1854, Miss Goodenow, with the “ Al- 
leghaniaus,” visited Downieville, and they 
were very popular. 
They introduced for 
the first time the old and yet favorite songs 
“ Old Folks at Home,” “ Ben 
Bolt,” 
“ Songs of Labor,” and others of that 
class, that w ent to the miner’s heart, re­ 
calling scenes and incidents th at had clung 
to them through their long and weary 
jourueyings. 
Here often on the stage 
would occur scenes and incidents that were 
not laid down in the bills. 
I remember 
on 
one 
occasion, 
when 
Jim 
Byers 
and 
Miss 
Carpenter 
were 
playing 
Claude and Pauline, in the “ Lady ot 
Lyons,” when Claude’s mother enters his 
room and sees a painting of 
Pauline, 
that he liasjleft on the easel, the mother 
delivering an eulogy on the same, a peeks 
of a marble brow, peerless rosy lips and 
dazzling eyes, and the contour ot that 
beautitul face, etc. ; but in those days por­ 
traits were scarce in town, and the prop­ 
erty man had borrowed a picture from a 
salooD, and, unintentionally, set it so that 
half the audience could see it, and, w hat 
was supposed to be Pauline, was an old 
bald-headed man kneeling down w ith a 
broad grin and twinkling eyes, looking 
over a fence at some young ladies bathing 
and sporting in a sunny stream. 
The au­ 
dience 
roared 
and 
shouted—Claude’s 
mother broke down, and the curtain had to 
fall before qniet could be restored. 
The W aller company was the beat, I 
think, we ever had in Downieville. 
M rs. 
W aller was first class, and all were good 
perfouners. 
She has played leading char­ 
acters since in Covent Garden, London, and 
last year was starring in San Francisco, in 
“ Queen Elizabeth,” “ Mary S tuart,” and 
other great plays. 
On one occasion they 
(the Wallers) were performing “ The Lady 
of the Lake,” and had a supernumerary 
known in town as “ Gallous Jack.” Jack 
had something to say like th is: “ My 
Lord, the officers of the law have arrested 
the other conspirators, and are on the track 
of your Lordship.” 
The audience and the 
footlights 
drove 
the words 
from 
his 
memory, 
but the 
meaning remained. 
He 
blurted 
out, 
“ They’ve 
got 
the 
other fellow 
aud 
they’re 
after you.” 
Jack 
brought 
down 
the 
house, 
and the actors too. 
To show the estima­ 
tion Mrs. W aller was held in as an actress 
and lady, at her benefit tickets for the first 
and second seats were put up at auction, 
aud tbe first was knocked down to Colonel 
Kamsdale for §1,100 ; the second to Oscar 
Ball, proprietor of the Downieville news­ 
paper, the Mountain Echo, for §250. 
The 
nouse was crammed. 
The finale of the 
play was a tableau representing the arms 
and shield of California; Mrs. W aller en­ 
throned as the Goddess of Liberty, with 
miners 
picking and 
panning in 
red 
shirts aud big boots, and a good-sized, 
live young grizzly bear chained in the 
center of the group, comprised the scene. 
The curtain slowly rose, the orchestra 
played, the grouped actors sang the “ Star- 
Spaugled Banner, ’’ and the bear reared on 
his hind legs and howled in w hat critics 
would call 
the “ upper register,” and 
nearly drowned the voices of all the re s t; 
but not being used to facing such an audi­ 
ence, in his excitement he did w hat a bear 
ought to do only in his native wilds, and 
he made a burlesque of the beautiful tab­ 
leaux, and the curtain fell amidst the wild­ 
est shouts of both audience and actors. 
Some time later, in the same season, an 
am ateur peiformance was given to help the 
erection of the present school house, it 
came off successfully and brought in §000. 
The play was called the “ Golden Farm er,” 
and the lady characters were young men 
in female attire, and it was difficult to tell 
them from tbe genuine article. 
Bob Tay­ 
lor, afterward D istrict Judge, was the 
Golden Farmer. 
Lawyers Speare, Cassit 
and Cap. Hungerford took leading parts. 
I wonder if Gap. ever recalls to mind, 
away in Paris, among the princes, dukes 
counts aud other high-jinks, the character 
he sustained of the Village Apothecary, 
on the banks of the Yuba, before he be­ 
came the father-in-law of John Mackey, 
the bonanza king. 
W ell, my part was 
short, but I was Lord Fitz-somebody on 
the occasion, and had to grant a fe- 
male-woman’s appeal for her husband’s 
life—the climax ot the piece. 
The senti­ 
ments, not the acting, brought down a 
storm of applause, to my utter amazement. 
Cassit, in the act of falling, tried to do it 
first-class in theatrical style, but fell so fiat 
th at it knocked the breath out of him, and 
he had to be draaued oil'; but whisky 
brought him to. “ Toodles ” was the after­ 
piece, and Bob Taylor was the best Toodles 
I ever saw ; but iu the drunken scene, in 
attem pting to pick up his hat, after many 
vain efforts, there suddenly appeared a 
great rent in his nether garments. 
One 
of the orchestra (in an aside) told him what 
the m atter was. 
Bob literally faced the 
music, got his hat and retired backward 
from the stage in a manner th at brought 
him rounds of applause.—[Miner, in the 
Downieville Messenger.

Choses’ pieces, and 
they will do mine after these. 
I return to 
Mr. X 
; 
Mr. X 
refuses to bind 
himself to me, because, don’t you see, 
something may turn up in the meantime. 
My piece is relegated to the shelves—or I 
turn it into a novel for a magazine. 
In 
the meantime, as I must live, 1 naturally 
offer to adapt any one of these French 
pieces. T hat’s a m atter of arrangem ent; and 
there’s an end of me and my purely orig­ 
inal work. 
Now, it does not m atter one 
straw whether I am a well-known or an 
untried author, if the managers to whom I 
go have already invested their money. 
The tried or untried author is in exactly 
the same position as regards an original 
work. 
Of course, the untried author is 
nowhere when an adaptation has to be 
made, where practical 
knowledge and 
thorough acquaintance with the taste of 
the English public are absolutely neces­ 
sary.—[F. C. Bumand, in the Theater.

AN ANTIQUARIAN’S SH 0ST STORY. 


The Rev. Dr. Augustus Jessnp, who is 
known in England as an eminent anti­ 
quarian, publishes in the current Athenceuni 
(London) an account of an extraordinary 
apparition of which he affirms th at he was 
the witness in Lord Orford’s library, at 
Mannington Hall, Norfolk, last October. 
Ho had dined at Mannington Hall on a cer­ 
tain day in th at month, aud when the 
party broke up at half-past ten he went 
into the library to take notes of some of 
the rare books it contained. 
His expert 
ence while there is related as follows : 
By 11 o’clock I was the only person 
down stairs, and I was very soon busily at 
work and absorbed in my occupation. Tbe 
room in which I was writing is a large one, 
with a huge fireplace and a grand old chim­ 
ney ; and it is needless to say th at it is 
furnished with every comfort and luxury. 
The library opens into this room, and 1 
had to pass out from where I was sitting 
into this library and get upon a chair to 
reach the volumes I wanted to examine. 
There were six small volumes in all. 
I 
took them down, and placed them at my 
right hand in a little pile, aud set to work, 
sometimes reading, sometimes writing. As 
I finished with a book I placed it in front 
of me. 
There were four silver candle­ 
sticks upon the table, the candles all burn­ 
ing, and, as I am a chilly person, I sat my­ 
self at one com er of the table w ith the 
fire at my left, and at intervals, as I had 
finished with a book, I rose, knocked the 
fire together and stood up to warm my 
feet. 
I continued in this way a t my 
task 
till 
nearly 
1 
o’clock. 
I 
had 
got on 
better 
than 
I 
expected, and 
I 
had 
only 
one 
more 
book 
to 
occupy me. 
I rose, wound up my watch, 
and opened a bottle of seltzer water, and 
I remember thinking to myself that I 
should get to bed by two after all. 
I set 
to work at the last little book. 
I had been 
engaged upon it about half an hour, and 
was just beginning to think tnat my work 
was drawing to a clese, when, as I was 
actually writing, I saw a large white hand 
within a foot of my elbow. 
Turning my 
head, there sat the figure of a somewhat 
large man, with his back to the fire, bend­ 
ing slightly over the table, and apparently 
examining the pile of books th at I had been 
at work ujion. 
The man’s face was turned 
away from me, but I Faw his closely cut 
reddish brown hair, his ear and shaved 
cheek, the eyebrow, the comer of the right 
eye, the side of the forehead, ard the large 
high cheekbone. 
He was dressed in what 
I can only describe as a kind of ecclesias­ 
tical habit of thick corded silk, or some 
such material, close up to tbe throat, 
and a narrow rim of edging, of about 
an incli broad, of satin or velvet, serv­ 
ing as a stand-up collar, and fitting close 
to the chin. 
The right hand, which had 
first attracted my attention, was clasping, 
w ithout any great pleasure, the left hand ; 
both hands wore in perfect repose, and the 
large blue veins of the right hand were 
couspieuoug. 
I remember thinking that 
the hand was like the hand of Velasquez’ 
magnificent “ Dead K nig h t” in the N a­ 
tional Gallery. 
I looked at my visitor for 
some seconds, anil was perfectly sure that 
lie was not a reality. A thousand thoughts 
came crowding upon me, but not the least 
feeling of alarm, or even uneasiness ; curi­ 
osity and a strong interest were upper­ 
most. 
For an instant I felt eager to make 
a sketch of my friend, and I looked at a 
tray on my right for a pencil ; then I 
thought, “ Up stairs I have a sketch-book. 
Shall f fetch it ?” 
There he sat, and I w as 
fascinated ; 
afraid, not of his staying, 
but lest lie should go. 
Stopping in my 
writing, I lifted my left hand from the 
paper, stretched 
it 
out 
to 
the 
pile 
of books 
and 
moved 
the 
top one. 
I 
cannot 
explain 
why 
I 
did 
this— 
my arm passed iu front of the figure and 
it vanished. 
I was simply disappointed, 
and nothing more. 
I w ent ou with my 
w riting as if nothing had happened, per­ 
haps tor another five minutes, and I had 
actually got to the last few words of what 
I had determined to extract, when the 
figure appeared again exactly in the same 
place and 
attitude as 
before. 
I saw 
the hands close to my own ; I turned my 
head again to examine him more closely, 
and I was framing a sentence to address 
to him when I discovered that I did not 
dare to speak. 
I was afraid of the sound 
of my own voice. 
There he sat, and there 
sat I. 
I turned my head again to my 
work, and finished writing the two or three 
words I still had to write. 
The paper and 
my notes are at this moment before, me, 
and exhibit not the slightest trem or or ner­ 
vousness. 
I could point out the words I 
was w riting 
when the phantom came 
and 
wheu 
he 
disappeared. 
Having 
finished my task, I shut the book and threw 
it on the table ; it maTle a slight noise as 
it fell— the figure vanished. 
Throwing 
myself back in my chair, I sat for some 
seconds looking at the tire with a carious 
mixture of feeling, and I remember won­ 
dering w hether my friend would come 
again, and if he did w hether he w*ould 
hide the- fire from me. 
Then first there 
stole upon me a dread and a suspicion that 
I was beginning to lose my ñervo. 
I re­ 
member yawning; then I rose, lit my bed­ 
room candle, took my books into the inner 
library, mounted the chair as before, and 
replaced five of the volumes; the sixth I 
brought back and laid upon the table where 
I had been writing when the phantom did 
me the honor to appear to me. 
By this 
time I had lost all sense of uneasiness. 
I 
blew out the four candles and marched off 
to bed, where I slept the sleep of the just 
or the guilty—I know not which—but I 
slept very soundly. 
This is a simple and 
uuvarnished narrative of facts. 
Kxplana- 
nation, theory or inference I leave to 
others.

How t h e B o e rs M e a s u r e d L a n d .—I t 
is not to be imagined th at these farms of 
the Boers are in any way comparable to 
what we understand in the ordinary appli­ 
cation of the term. 
They are simply huge 
tracts of country, containing 0,000 acres 
or more, with nothing but a siiiall beacon 
of piled-up stones at certain points to mark 
the line of boundary. 
In proportion to the 
amount of land held by each proprietor 
there is a very small piece under cultiva­ 
tion—at the most 10 or 20 acres, and in 
the majority of cases two or three, or none 
at all. 
The original method of measuring 
of these “ runs 
was somewhat primative. 
Starting from the last made beacon, a Boer 
would ride in a straight line for half an 
hour as fast as his horse could carry him, 
then halt, erect a beacon, and again ride 
away for half an hour, iu a direction at 
right angles to the first ride, and erect 
another. 
The rectangle made by these two 
lines of ride would contain his farm, s» 
that by this method the Boer w ho had the 
fleetest horse obtained the largest tract of 
land. 
W ithin the last few years science, 
however, has been brought to bear on the 
subject, and farms are now measured by 
the theodolite. 
The introduction of this 
instrum ent has caused a great many dis­ 
putes ; farms, the boundaries of which 
were believed to be perfectly defined, were 
discovered to overlap one another to a se­ 
rious extent, and as this is the case all 
through the country, the land surveyors 
are having a pretty good time of it.—[A 
Trip to Boerlaud, Atcherley. 


C h e a p 
a n d E f f e c t iv e 
D is in f e c t a n t . 
Dr. Day, of Geelong, Australia, has found 
a very valuable disinfectant, especially for 
hospitals, in a composition composed ol ono 
part of rectified oil of turpentine and seven 
Sarts of benzine, with the addition of five 
rope of oil of verliena to each ounce ; the 
purifying and disinfecting properties of 
this mixture being due to the power pre­ 
sumed to be possessed by each of its ingra­ 
dients of absorbing atmospheric oxygen 
aud converting it into either peroxide of 
hydrogen or ozone. 
Articles of clothing, 
furniture, wall paper, carpeting, newspa­ 
pers, books, letters, etc., may, it is said, 
be perfectly saturated w ith it w ithout re­ 
ceiving the slightest injury, and, when it 
has been once freely used on any rough or 
porous surface its action will be persistent 
for an almost indefinite period. 
This may 
at any time be readily shown by pouring a 
few drops of a solution of iodiae of potss- 
sum over the material which has been dis­ 
infected, when the peroxide of hydrogen, 
which is being continually generated within 
it, will quickly liberate the iodide from its 
combination with the potassum, and give 
rise to dark brown stains. 
In using tbia 
disinfectant the precaution is n«ie3sary of 
avoiding the neighborhood of fire or arti­ 
ficial lights, for fear of accidents from i$' 
nition of the vapors.
